The Libya bombing 
and the pastoral on peace

WASHINGTON (NC) — As a group, 
the U.S. bishops kept quiet about the 
morality of the U.S. bombing of Libya. 

While a few individual bishops, 
including Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin 
of Chicago, did comment on the air raid, 
most of their brethren, and the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. itself, 
declined to do so. 


THEIR RETICENCE on Libya not- 
withstanding however, the bishops, 
through their 1983 war and _ peace 
pastoral, have discussed moral 
implications of military operations. 


One imperative they emphasized is’ 


avoiding direct attacks on civilians. 
Linked to that criterion are notions of 
self-defense, proportionality and dis- 
crimination in using force, which should 
be employed only as a last resort, 
according to the pastoral. 


The Reagan administration and 
members of Congress characterized the 
bombing as an act of self-defense carried 
out in a discriminating fashion as a last 
resort and proportionate response to 
terrorism. 


ACCORDING TO Marine Maj. Fred 
Lash of the Defense Department public 
affairs office, ‘‘there would never be any 
strike that would be clearly only just 
against civilians.’’ In the case of Libya, 
‘‘discriminating’’ was a key consideration 
for the target was ‘‘strictly just terrorist’ 
sites, not even the factories or oilfields 
that might be hit in a general war. 


In one religious sense, ‘‘certainly this is 
more of an eye-for-an-eye type of thing — 
but actually it’s much more than that,”’ 
Lash said. ‘‘It’s self-defense. . . basically 
we've been hit’’ and tried to prevent 
further such attacks on U.S. citizens, he 


said. 


A Georgetown University professor 
and Catholic, William V. O’Brien, said 
the air raid ‘‘meets all the various 
criteria’’ for a just war and that he was 
pleased to hear adminstratiion officials 
use classic just-war terms to discuss it. 
O’Brien specifically mentioned  self- 
defense and use of force as a last resort. 


LIBYA, UNDER the regime of Col. 
Moammar Khadafy, has been blamed by 
the United States and other Western 
nations for murderous acts of terrorism, 
including the April West Berlin nightclub 
bombing and the December 1985 shoot- 
outs at the Rome and Vienna airports. 


Secretary of State George Shultz 
referred:to the U.S. raid: as a 
““measured. . . proportionate’’ response 
to terrorism. 


“‘Self-defense is not only our right, it is 
our duty,’’ President Reagan said in 
justifying the air raid. ‘‘We always seek 
peaceful avenues before resorting to the 
use of force. We tried quiet diplomacy, 
public condemnation, economic sanctions 
and demonstrations of military force. 
None succeeded.”’ 


MOREOVER, THE president 
asserted, ‘‘the attacks were concentrated 
and carefully targeted to minimize 
casualties among the Libyan people, with 
whom we have no quarrel.”’ 


U.S. military officials also noted that, 
to avoid killing the innocent, pilots of the 
airplanes had instructions to not drop 
their bombs if they were not clearly on 
target and were at risk of hitting civilians. 

Despite this precaution, civilians died 
in the attack, although whether killed by 
the U.S. bombs or by Libyan missiles run 
amok was not immediately ascertained.

LIBERATING FORCE IN HAITI — The 
work of the Catholic Church in Haiti made it 
possible to end the Duvalier dictatorship 
without resorting to armed struggle, a 
Methodist official from Haiti said April 11. 
‘The Catholic Church had become in recent 
years the church of the poor,’’ said the Rev. 
Alain Rocourt, head of the Haiti district of the 
Methodist Church of the Caribbean. ‘‘The 
Gospel was. felt as a liberating force.’’ Mr. 
Rocourt made his remarks in an address to the 
’ United Methodist Board of Global Ministries 
meeting in New York. He said the visit of 
Pope John Paul II to Haiti in 1983 had a 
significant influence because people 
particularly remembered one phrase he had 
spoken: ‘‘Things must change.”’ 


VATICAN-COMMUNIST STRATEGY — 
The Vatican’s policy of negotiation rather 
than confrontation with communist regimes — 
known as Ostpolitik — is part of a long-range 
strategy to obtain more religious freedom, said 
Austrian Cardinal Franz Konig, former head 
of the Vatican Secretariat for Non-Believers. 
The Vatican ‘‘proceeds with small steps and 
there are temporary reverses, but it never loses 
sight of the goal...to enlarge and safeguard the 
sphere in which believers may move with 
freedom,’’ Cardinal Konig told an audience at 
The Catholic University of America April 10. 
The former archbishop of Vienna, Austria, 
was invited by the university to give the third 
annual Cardinal Dearden Lecture. 


BISHOP’S FREEDOM QUESTIONED — 
Libyan officials in Rome said April 16 that 
Franciscan Bishop Giovanni Martinelli had 
been released after several days of detention, 
but a priest who works with the bishop in 
Libya said the report apparently was incorrect. 
The statements came a day after the Vatican 
said it had been informed through diplomatic 
channels that the bishop had been freed. On 
April 16, the Vatican said it had no new 
information on the matter. Bishop Martinelli 
is head of the Vicariate of Tripoli, Libya, and 
apostolic administrator of the Vicariate of 
Benghazi, Libya. 


ISAIAH INSPIRES ACTIVISTS — Anti- 
war activists today take their inspiration from 
the Old Testament prophet Isaiah, Jesuit 
Father Daniel Berrigan said in a lecture at the 
University of Notre Dame April 10. Father 
Berrigan, active in peace protests since the 
Vietnam War, told his audience, ‘‘I’m still at 
large.’’ Along with seven others he was 
convicted recently for damaging nuclear 
missile nose cones at a General Electric plant 
in Pennsylvania in 1980. Because sentences for 
the group were still under appeal, Father 
Berrigan had not yet begun to serve his 
sentence of three to 10 years. 


PORNOGRAPHY OUSTED The 
Southland Corp. will discontinue sales of three 
adult magazines at all of its company-owned 
7-Eleven Stores, a spokesman for the Dallas- 
based corporation said April 11. This chain, 
the largest of convenience stores in the world, 
will no longer sell Playboy, Penthouse and 
Forum. magazines once the May issues, 
currently on the newstands, sell out, said 
Doug Reed, a Southland public relations 
spokesman. Reed said his company has been 
closely monitoring recent hearings conducted 
by the U.S. Attorney General’s Commission 
on Pornography. The testimony, Reed said, 
“indicates a growing concern over a possible 
connection between adult magazines and 
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killed by the contras.

POSITION CLARIFIED Dominican

abortion, according to her superior, Sister 
Mary Ellen Lynch. Sister Lynch made the 
comments in a letter to members of her order 
dated March 21. In the letter Sister Lynch said 
she was happy to report that Sister Tuite, one 
of 24 nuns who faced Vatican threats of 
expulsion from their religious communities for 
signing the ad, had clarified her position with 
the Vatican Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes. Sister Tuite, who is on the 
staff of Church Women United in New York, 
could not be reached for comment. 


POPE IN SYNAGOGUE — Pope John Paul 
II, in an unprecedented gesture of fraternity 
between Christians and Jews, prayed in 
Rome’s main synagogue April 13 and told the 
congregation that he considered them his 
“elder brothers.’’ It was the first recorded visit 
by any pope to a Jewish house of worship since 
biblical times, and in a dramatic way it 
illustrated how far Christians and Jews have 


come in healing nearly 2,000 years of: 


divisions. It also highlighted one major 
political difficulty that still remains: the 
Vatican’s refusal to recognize the state of 
Israel. In a talk interrupted several times by 
loud applause, the pope spoke of the need to 
“‘remove all forms of prejudice, even subtle 
ones’’ against the Jews.

Reichert, Mercy Hospital chaplain, was

He said the Church is called to be “‘a 
caring, compassionate community’’. . .

characterize many people’s attitude 
toward the disease, he said. 
AIDS is not simply a_ sexual 


phenomena among the gay community,”’ 
he said. Married couples and children 
also have AIDS. 


He called the notion of God punishing 
people because of sexual activity as 
“theologically absurd.’’ He explained 
that disease, famine and war result from 
‘living in a world affected by original 


sin,’ adding that such conditions can be 
“alleviated by a concerned world 
community.”’ 


THE CHAPLAIN said that ‘‘people 
are dying of a horrible illness,’’ rejected 
by communities that isolate them. ‘‘All 
parishes will eventually be affected by 
AIDS. Some patients are weekly 
communicants; you can’t hide from that 
reality.”’ 

Education and openness should mark 
the Catholic community’s response to 
AIDS patients, Father Reichert said. A 
parishioner who knows a non-practicing 
Catholic with AIDS might convey the 
parish’s concern for that person, he 
added. 


Assuming that the disease is associated 
with sexual impropriety can cause 
Catholics to be prejudiced in dealing with 
AIDS patients, Father Reichert said. 
“‘The ethics we were brought up with, 
although good up to a point, may not 
allow us to move beyond the things that 
are right or wrong to dealing with 
individuals.”’ 


CLERGY IN the diocese will learn 
about the physical, psycho-social and 


¢ AIDS ministry requires compassion 


pastoral dimensions of ministering to 
AIDS patients in an all-day workshop 
May 13, said Father Nicholas Clavin, 
clergy education director. Dominican 
Father Michael Lopes from San Francisco 
and a public health educator will present 
the workshop. 


County public health educators are 
available to speak to church groups and 
organizations as a free service, Father 
Reichert said. Mercy Hospital schedules 
them regularly for updates on AIDS 
statistics and information on the 
psychological effects om the disease, he 
said. 


The Church’s ministry to AIDS 
patients has taken various forms through- 
out the nation. 


LAST FALL Cardinal John 
O’Connor of the Archdiocese of New 
York pledged a ‘“‘total care system,”’ 
including a residence for AIDS victims. 
This facility has been staffed by Mother 
_Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity since 
December. 


Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles announced in February the 
establishment of a hospice for AIDS 
patients. He said he would try to obtain 
the services of the Missionaries of 
Charity. 

Michigan’s first residence for persons 
dying of AIDS is expected to open this 
summer, pending approval and financial 
grants from the Detroit Archdiocese and 
the Oblates of St. Francis de Sales. 


BISHOP PHILLIP Straling of the 
San Bernardino diocese recently 
authorized the formation of a diocesan 
task force to help AIDS patients. A core 
group, composed of a priest, a clinical 
psychologist, a psychiatrist, a therapist- 
counselor and a therapist-social worker 
met to establish direction and policy.

The taxes of the rich 


The Washington Times ran a provocative op-ed piece 
by Michael Novak of the American Enterprise Institute 
titled ‘‘Rich Paying More (Taxes) Than Ever Before.’’ In 
analyzing the 1981 tax law, with its disproportionately 
large tax cuts in favor of business and the well-to-do, 
Novak focuses on the increase between 1981 and 1983 in 
the share of federal tax receipts accounted for by those in 
the highest income classes. 


This overlooks the massive shift in income to the rich 
that took place during the 1981-1983 period, which is the 
overriding explanation for their higher share of tax 
payments. 


BETWEEN 1981 and 1983, the top fifth of the 
nation’s families enjoyed a rise from 41.9 percent to 42.7 
percent in the share of total income, according to the 
Census Bureau. This shift represents a huge $14 billion 
rise in the income of well-to-do families. The income 
transfer came at the expense of the bottom three quintiles, 
while the quintile just below the top retained the same 
portion of total income. 


This reverse income transfer from the bottom income 
groups to the affluent explains why the share of taxes paid 
by the rich increased, even though their tax rates were cut 
the most. Further, the economic policies of the 
administration have been a major cause of this regressive

AT THE same time, it has engaged in an unprecented 
peacetime expansion of military spending, which has 
showered profits on corporations. The huge deficit that 
has resulted in large part from the 1981 tax cuts (but also 
from the rise in interest expense, the recession and the 
military buildup) has been used as an argument against 
federal programs, especially those that help society’s 
disadvantaged members. 


In addition, the federal deficit, through its effects on 
interest and exchange rates, has added to the nation’s 
trade problems, which have eliminated millions of jobs 
with reasonably good pay levels. 


Not only have the rich in recent years enjoyed a huge 
rise in their share of pretax income, but their portion of 
aftertax income also has risen. A Census Bureau study of 
family incomes demonstrates that one-fifth of American 
households making up the top income bracket received 42 
percent of all aftertax income in 1983, compared to 40.6 
percent in 1980. 


SO EVEN if the rich paid a larger share of taxes in 
1983, the disproportionate tax cuts they received meant 
that their share of tax payments fell behind their income 
share. As a result, they gained a greater portion of both 
pretax and aftertax income. Meanwhile, workers and the 
poor fell further behind. 


In no way, therefore, can the 1981 tax law be 
characterized as fair. A complete presentation of the 
evidence substantiates that this law disproportionately 
benefited corporations and the affluent, leaving them 
better off at the expense of society’s less advantaged 
members.

Cardinal Spellman and the Curran case 


If Cardinal Spellman were alive today, 
what role would he be taking in the case of 
Father Charles Curran, professor of 
moral theology at The Catholic 
University of America? 


Of course, Cardinal Spellman would 
have sided immediately with the Vatican, 
some would say. His Eminence was 
theologically very conservative, and at the 
same time fiercely loyal to the Holy See. 


CORRECT ON both counts. But he 
was also a staunchly patriotic American, 
and he had no patience with Vatican 
maneuverings which had even a trace of 
anti-Americanism. 


He was also staunchly loyal to his own 
priests. When the apostolic delegate, 
Archbishop Egidio Vagnozzi, tried to 
suppress a new theological journal, ‘‘The 
Dunwoodie Review,’ published at the 
New York archdiocesan seminary, under 
the supervision of Msgr. Myles Bourke, 
Cardinal Spellman resisted the delegate. 


He resisted him again to save a new 
series of pamphlets on the Bible, 
published by the Paulist Press. 


CARDINAL SPELLMAN had never 
demonstrated any particular penchant for 
progressive theological and_ biblical 
scholarship. But that wasn’t the point. 
These were his priests, his seminary, and 
his seminarians. 


He would have understood, and 
applauded, Father Curran’s bishop, 
Matthew Clark, of Rochester, New York, 
for rising immediately and courageously 
to the defense of one of his own priests, 
even in a conflict with the Vatican. 


Although Cardinal Spellman had 
shown no interest at all in the question of 
religious liberty in the earlier stages of the 
debate, it was he who led the charge at 
Vatican II against those forces who 
wanted to drop the subject from the 
agenda. 


IT WAS under his leadership that the 
U.S. Catholic bishops met at the North 
American College in Rome, at the 
beginning of the second session in 
September 1963, to discuss their course of 
action. It was a dramatic instance of 
collegiality in practice. 

The bishops unanimously approved a 
memorandum, drafted by Jesuit Father 
John Courtney Murray demanding that 
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the issue of religious liberty be considered 
and outlining the content of the proposed 
document. 


The bishops then composed a letter, 
which Cardinal Spellman signed in the 
name of the hierarchy, and presented 
their petition to Cardinal Cicognani, the 
President of the Coordinating 
Commission of the Council. 


CARDINAL SPELLMAN also 
presented the petition personally to Pope 
Paul VI who ordered that the Theological 
Commission consider the subject of 
religious liberty in its schema on 
ecumenism. (It eventually became a 
separate document.) 


Had the U.S. Catholic bishops, under 
Cardinal Spellman, not mounted a united 
front against the anti-religious liberty 
bloc, the council might never have 
addressed the issue. 


Indeed, the case of Father Murray 
himself further illuminates this 
unappreciated side of Cardinal Spellman. 


MURRAY, LIKE Curran, was a con- 
troversial theologian. In his writings on 
church-and-state and religious liberty, he 
staked out a position at variance with 
what was then the official teaching of the 
Church. 


If the new Code of Canon Law had 
been in force in 1962, Father Murray 
probably would have had his canonical 
mandate withdrawn, because of his 
dissenting views. 


But Father Murray was punished in 
other ways. He was forbidden to publish 
anything more on the subject, and then 
was deliberately excluded from the list of 
periti (experts) for the first session of the 
council. 


ENTER, AGAIN, Cardinal Spellman. 
Although Father Murray had several 
important friends in the American 
hierarchy (he had been close to Cardinals 
Mooney and Stritch, and Archbishops 
Alter and McNicholas), no American 
bishop wanted to take the risk of 


appointing him a perttus. 

Father Murray was at the time in 
severe disfavor with curial officials like 
Cardinal Ottaviani, head of the Holy 
Office and a predecessor of Cardinal 
Ratzinger. 


It was Cardinal Spellman who, in the 
teeth of such opposition, named Murray a 
peritus for the second session. 


AND IT WAS Cardinal Speliman who 
approved Father Murray’s memorandum 
on religious liberty and who defended him 
later when the apostolic delegate reported 
Father Murray to his Jesuit superior for 
writing an article in America magazine in 
which he said that religious liberty was 
“‘the American issue at the Council.”’

In a letter to his superior, Father 
Murray noted that Cardinal Spellman 
had mentioned to him in Rome that he 
had read the article ‘‘and liked it.’’ 


On December 7, 1965, the council 
approved, by a vote of 2308-70, the, 
Declaration on Religious Freedom. 
Father John Courtney Murray’s 
dissenting opinion became the Church’s 
offical teaching. The Holy Office, not the 
controversial theologian, found itself for 
the moment on the wrong side of 
orthodoxy. 


THERE ARE several lessons and 
parallels to be drawn from all this, and 
Cardinal Spellman’s role offers at least a 
few.

Latin is official language 


I wish to respond to Father Diezten’s 
column of 3/27 regarding the official 
language for Mass. While what he said is 
for the most part true, he only presented 
one side of the picture. He did, however, 
imply one factual error in stating, 
*«’, . It is not likely, I think, that we will 
not return to anything like a ‘universal 
language’ in our liturgy for a long, long 
time.”’ The fact of the matter is that there 
is a universal language for the liturgy: 
Latin. 


Father Diezten quoted the Constitution 
on the Saered Liturgy of Vatican II. That 
same constitution also states, ‘‘The use of 
the Latin language, with due respect to 
particular law, is to be preserved in the 
Latin rites. But since the use of the 
vernacular. . . may frequently be a great 
advantage, a wider use may be made of 
it’? (no. 36). Further on it states, “‘A 
suitable place may be allotted to the 
vernacular in Masses which are 
celebrated with the «people. 
Nevertheless care must be taken to insure 
that the faithful also be able to say or sing 
together in Latin those parts of the 
Ordinary of the Mass which pertain to 
them’’ (no. 54). 


It was obviously the intention of the 
council that Latin be preserved in the 
liturgy. While we cannot help but 
applaud the liturgical reforms of Vatican 
II, we still have to work toward a proper 
implementation of those reforms. This is 
of no small importance, for, as the same 
constitution itself states, ‘‘the liturgy is 
the summit toward which the activity of 
the Church is directed; it is also the font 
from which all her power flows’’ (no. 10).

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New Mercy programs 
designed to shorten 
hospital stays 


HILLCREST — Mercy Hospital has begun three new 
programs to help shorten, or even prevent, a patient’s 
hospital stay by providing a diverse array of professional 
and ancillary services at the patient’s residence, according 
to Sally Trovaten, marketing director for the programs. 


The new programs, Mercy Home Health Services 
(MHHS), Mercy Private Nursing Services (MPNS) and 
Mercy Medical Equipment (MME) are administered by 
Mercy Services Corporation. Each offers different 
programs to fit patients’ needs. 


NEWLY-NAMED MHHS administrator Suzanne 
Purdy said that home health offers certified services that 
include treatment on a ‘“‘visit’’ basis, such as for an 
injection, dréssing change, or therapy. This program is 
covered by Medicare/Medi-Cal. 

MHHS coverage requirements are very specific and 
include the following: 

© the patient must by homebound; 

© the care must be skilled, that is, registered nursing, 
physical and speech therapy; 

© care must be provided on a ‘“‘visit’’ basis. 


If patients meet these requirements, they may then 
receive secondary care, defined by Medicare as home 
health aid, occupational therapy and social work. 


IF A PATIENT does not meet the requirements for 
certified Home Health Services or has other needs, Mercy 
Private Nursing Services is available, said MPNS 
adminstrator June Oshier. Private nursing services range 
from companion care to around-the-clock R.N. care and 
ancillary care. 


While not covered by Medicare, MPNS services are 
included in many third party or private pay insurance 
plans, according to Trovaten. 


“It is entirely possible that a patient may require both 
home health and private nursing services,’’ Trovaten 
said. ‘‘The elderly patient who breaks a hip may need 
certified care for a dressing change or physical therapy, 
and private care for assistance with daily routines and/or 
companionship.’’ 


CONDITIONS THAT indicate a need for evaluation 
and home health treatment include an intuitive feeling 
that the patient will not cope well at home, diagnosis of 
cancer, chronic disabling diseases and orthopedic injury. 


Mercy Medical Equipment began operation this 
month. The program offers delivery, setup and instruction 
in the use of medical equipment commonly needed for home 
health care, said MME administrator John Atkins. 


MME personnel help patients and doctors determine 
the type of equipment necessary for quality home care 
and provide most-used items such as walkers, wheelchairs 
and hospital beds. Other equipment available through the 
program includes oxygen systems, bathroom safety aids 
and exercisers. 


THE EQUIPMENT program provides simplified 
billing arrangements for patients, as well as 24-hour, 
seven-day-a-week emergency service. 


‘‘We can bridge the gap for the patient who doesn’t 
require institutional care (acute or long-term), but at the 
same time isn’t ready for independent function,’’ said 
Atkins.

ROME — ‘Twenty-one seminarians of the North 
American College and one member of the Oblates of St. 
Francis de Sales. were ordained to the diaconate April 10 
in St. Peter’s Basilica by Cardinal William Baum, head of 
the Vatican’s Congregation for Catholic Education. 


Among those ordained was Henry Rodriguez, a 
seminarian for the Diocese of San Diego and a fourth- 
year theology student at the North American College. 


IN HIS homily, Cardinal Baum spoke of the diaconate 
as an office of service. He told those being ordained that 
all Christians are called to service, but as deacons they 
would now fulfill this call in a special, sacramental way. 


Cardinal Baum exhorted the newly ordained deacons to 
be faithful to the Church’s teaching mission.

USCC urges support for Central 
Americans facing deportation 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Grassroots 
efforts are needed to persuade Congress to 
temporarily stop deportation of Central 
American refugees, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference urged in a new publication. 


The March issue of the USCC 
Migration and Refugee Services 
publication, ‘‘Refugees: Concerns and 
Responses,’’ reported that political asylum 
applications filed by Central Americans are 
“‘disproportionately denied.’’ 


AN ESTIMATED 300,000 to 500,000 
residents from El Salvador are living in the 
United States, Guatemalansare arrivingin 
large numbers, and a smaller but 
increasing number have fled Nicaragua, 
the publication said. ‘‘The U.S. has 
granted refugee status to very few of these 
people,’’ it said. 

U.S. government officials have said 
people who fear persecution in their home- 
lands can apply for asylum, but ‘‘most 
Central American aliens do not even 


explore this avenue,’ according to MRS. 
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_ Propaganda experts, so 


And, according to MRS statistics, nearly 
100 percent of the Guatemalans and 
Salvadorans who applied for political 
asylum from June 1983 to September 1985 
were denied. Nicaraguan applicants faired 
only slightly better. 


““UNTIL SUCH time as the situations 
in Central America have been studied and 
evaluated and we are confident that 
Salvadorans, Guatemalans and 
Nicaraguans can return home safely, this 
country is morally obligated to offer them at 
least temporary haven,’’ the MRS 
publication said. 


Father Nicholas DiMarzio, MRS 
director, in a letter to resettlement workers 
along with the publication, urged 
legislation which would temporarily 
suspend the deportation of Salvadorans. 

A bill proposed by Rep. Joseph 
Moakley, D-Mass., and Sen. Dennis 
DeConcini, D-Ariz., would suspend the 
deportation of Salvadoran nationals for 
three years until a study can be made of dis- 
placed Salvadorans in El Salvador, in 
neighboring countries and in the United 
States. 


THE U.S. BISHOPS have suggested 
such legislation since 1981 and have called 
for extension of its provisions to other 
countries of Central America. 


“Given Central America’s continuing 
turmoil, this timely legislation merits all the 
support that those of us who are concerned 
can muster,’’ Father DiMarzio said. 


Missionaries criticize policies

Catholic priests and nuns were ameng 
nearly 1,000 signers of a letter from 
Nicaragua to President Reagan 
protesting his ‘‘criminal aggression’’ 


. toward the Central American nation. 


The signers, questioning the sincerity 
of Reagan’s religious beliefs, said, ‘‘We 
love Jesus and the people of Nicaragua to 
the point of being willing to shed our last 
drop of blood in defense of their 
inalienable right to life, to peace, to 
justice and to the free exercise of their 
sovereignty.”’ 


THEY TOLD Reagan his criticism of 
Nicaragua’s Sandinista government is 
“‘based on lies drafted by your own 
that your 
aggression against our people will seem 
less condemnable.’’ 


The letter, released April 11, also was 
signed by 26 Evangelical ministers, 56 
Catholic Religious and 800 lay people. 
They included several U.S. priests and 


nuns working in Nicaragua. 


Father Fernando Cardenal, 
Nicaragua’s education minister, and 
Maryknoll Father Miguel D’Escoto, the 
country’s foreign minister, also signed the 
letter. Both had their priestly faculties 
suspended when they rejected a Vatican 
demand to resign their government 
positions. 
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AT A press conference in Managua 
publicizing the letter, Jesuit Father Cesar 
Jerez said it was written to ‘‘denounce the 
crimes committed by the Reagan 
administration in Nicaragua, including 
the argument that the administration is 
defending the Christian faith.”’ 


Asserting that there is ‘‘no information 
which indicates that (President Reagan is) 
a religious person for whom God and his 
world have any particular importance,”’ 
the letter said Reagan’s ‘‘ostentation of 
religiosity...is no more than a simple 
manipulation of religion.”’ 


““We most forcefully condemn your 
audacity in proclaiming yourself the 
defender of the faith and religion of our 
people,’’ it said. ‘‘It is you, Mr. 
President...who persecute the Christians 
in Nicaragua and order their 
assassination and kidnapping.”’ 


IF THE administration believes 
Nicaragua is abusing the law, it should 
take its case to the International Court of 
Justice at the Hague, the letter said. 


Nicaragua currently has 327 diocesan 
priests, 61 brothers, and 651 sisters. In 
addition, the January 1985 statistics of the 
U.S. Catholic Mission Association show 
84 U.S. Religious in Nicaragua, in 
addition to missionaries from other 
countries.

THE PASTORAL cited the legitimacy 
of using force in carefully balanced ways 
as a means of defending a nation and its 
citizens. 


“The Christian has no choice but to 
defend peace, properly understood, 
against aggression,’’ it stated. ‘‘This is an 
inalienable obligation. It is the how of 
defending peace which offers moral 
options.”’ 

Furthermore, it said, ‘‘the (Second 
Vatican) Council and the popes have 
stated clearly that governments 
threatened by armed, unjust aggression 
must defend their people. This includes 
defense by armed force if necessary as a 
last resort.”’ 


GOVERNMENTS ARE nonetheless 
held to certain codes of conduct. For 


example, discussing the principle of dis- 
crimination, the pastoral declared that 
“‘just response to aggression must be dis- 
criminate; it must be directed against 
unjust aggressors, not against innocent 
people caught up in a war not of their 
making.’’ 


However, the pastoral also pointed out 
a further caution regarding dis- 
crimination and proportionality. 


THE DOCUMENT warned that ‘‘it 
becomes increasingly difficult to make a 
decision to use any kind of armed force, 
however limited initially in intention and 
in the destructive power of the weapons 
employed, without facing at least the 
possibility of escalation to broader, or 
even total, war and to the use of weapons 
of horrendous destructive potential.’’ 


Cardinal: Reagan thought 
bombing ‘proportionate’ 


CHICAGO (NC) — Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago April 15 said he 
thinks the Reagan administration 
considered the U.S. bombing of Libya a 
‘‘proportionate’’ response to alleged 
Libyan terrorism. 


“The evil of terrorism must be 
confronted,’’ the cardinal said in a 
statement. ‘“‘Information currently 
available indicates that the administration 
sought to make what it judged a 
proportionate response to Libyan- 
sponsored terrorism, focusing on 
military-related targets.’’ 


CARDINAL BERNARDIN added, 
““My prayer — and, I’m sure, that of 
many people around the world — is that 
current tensions and hostile acts will not 
escalate into further violence, destruction 
and death. 


“Our hope is that we will live in a 
world free of violence and terrorism.”’ 


Cardinal Bernardin chaired the U:S. 
bishops’ committee that drafted the 
bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter on war and 
peace, in which proportionality is 
described as a necessary criterion for a 
just war. 


- ACCORDING TO the pastoral, 
“*...proportionality. means that the 
damage to be inflicted and the costs 
incurred by war must be proportionate to 
the good expected by taking up arms.’’ 


The Reagan administration also used 


‘of the 


the word ‘‘proportionate’’ to describe the 
bombings and said the strikes were 
carefully targeted against military 
installations and not civilian sites. 


Secretary of State George Shultz 
referred to the U.S. raid as a ‘‘measured”’ 


and ‘‘proportionate’’ response to 
terrorism. 

ADMINISTRATION officials said 
the targets included the military 


operations unit of the Tripoli airport, a 
port facility which trains commandos, a 
military barracks containing an 
“alternative command post,’’ and a 
military airfield. 


Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Ind., chairman 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said that ‘‘the strike indicates 
to (Libya’s Col. Moammar) Khadafy that 
the United States will respond in 
appropriate and proportional ways to the 
indiscriminate violence of terrorism.”’ 


Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of 
Miami also expressed hope that the air 
raid would lead to no increase in violence. 


“I. AM troubled by responding with 
violence to violence,’’ he said. ‘‘I am 
proud of our nation’s intolerance of 
terrorism.’’ 


Archbishop McCarthy added, ‘‘I pray 
for peace and I pray that the air strike 
brings no escalation of violence but a 
growing worldwide rejection of man’s 
inhumanity to man.”’

TORONTO (NC) — A theologian abuses power if he 
teaches in opposition to the church and authorities must 
respond to that activity, said Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
head of the Vatican doctrinal congregation. 


Protecting the faith ‘‘must always be more important 
than the fear of some conflict with the powerful,’’ said the 
cardinal. 


CARDINAL RATZINGER addressed about 6,000 
people at Varsity Arena at the University of Toronto 
April 14. He was invited by the University of St. 
Michael’s College to speak on the role of Catholic 
theologians. 


The Vatican official has called upon U.S. moral 
theologian Father Charles Curran to retract his views on a 
variety of issues or give up the right to teach as a Catholic 
theologian. Father Curran, who teaches at The Catholic 
University of America in Washington, has responded that 
dissent on certain non-infallible issues is valid. 


Cardinal Ratzinger did not address Father Curran by 
name during his speech, but many of his comments were 
directed toward the role of the theologian and the 
‘legitimacy of dissent. 


‘*THE CHURCH’S main job is the care of the faith of 
the simple,’’ Cardinal Ratzinger told his Canadian 
audience, a job ‘‘which becomes an internal rule of 
thumb for every theologian.”’ 

This applies not only to those doing private theological 
research, but also those who teach, the cardinal said. 

A teaching theologian’s opinions are taken seriously 
““precisely because he teaches on behalf of the church. 
Believers have confidence in the church’s word, and so 
naturally transfer that confidence to those who teach in 
her name,’’ Cardinal Ratzinger said. 

PEOPLE SPEAK a great deal about the ‘‘abuse of 
power’’ within the church today, he said. While one may 
think first of the abuse committed by those in authority, 
what about.the abuse of power by a teacher, he asked. 


exploits his students by using a position which the church 
gave him in the first place to encourage them to accept 
positions which are opposed to the teachings of the 
church,’’ he said. 


Church authorities would be abusing their power “‘if 
they were to serenely allow this paradoxical situation to 
continue, and thus lend their authority to support 
positions which the church has no authority, no 
revelation, no promise, no competence to maintain,’’ the 
prefect said. 


WHILE THE church and theology are interrelated, 
the cardinal said, it would be false to see the supervision of 
church authorities as ‘‘chain and fetters.’’ 


“The church and her dogmas should be considered a 
thundering, powerful force in theology, not a chain,’’ the 
cardinal said, a force ‘‘which can open theology up to its 
greatest horizons.’’ 


The church’s'teaching is a proclamation of faith, a 
proclamation which in turn limits theological study, he 
said. 


“IT IS precisely this proclamation which theologians 
are supposed to study,’’ he said. 


The religion teacher must be firmly rooted in the 
person of Christ, Cardinal Ratzinger said. This implies 
the need for an authentic conversion, and conversion, 
faith and theology are closely related, he said. 


If a theologian ‘‘does not live and breathe Christ 
through the church, his body, then I suggest that we are 
not dealing with a theologian at all, but a mere sociologist 
or historian or philosopher,’’ the cardinal said. 


AFTER THE talk, a woman identifying herself as 
from Father Curran’s home diocese of Rochester, N.Y., 
said the diocese was greatly divided over Father Curran’s 
case and asked the cardinal if he feared the issue would 
cause a schism in the church. 


Saying he remained hopeful the issue would be 
resolved, Cardinal Ratzinger expressed the hope that 
there would not be a schism and said he thought Father 
Curran felt the same.

Archbishop Ryan: Pacifism, military service both valid options

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (NC) — Though tension exists 
between the two positions, both pacifism and military 
service are valid options in the defense of peace “‘in an 
imperfect, un-Christian world,’’ said the head of the U:S. 
Archdiocese for the Military Services. 


Life ‘“‘in an imperfect, un-Christian world keeps 
confronting us with the great gap between the real and the 
ideal,’’ said Archbishop Joseph T. Ryan. 


ARCHBISHOP RYAN spoke at the 61st annual 
convention of the Military Chaplains Association in 
Nashville April 8-11. 


“You will hear bishops praise pacifists and you will 
hear bishops praise those who risk their own life to protect 
our lives. The two positions are not exactly the same and 
yet they are not contradictory — but they are in tension,”’ 
he said.

‘“inalienable obligation,’’ but it is the means of defending 
peace which offers ‘‘moral options,’’ he said, quoting the 
U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter on war and peace:

CHARLESTON, S.C. (NC) — Silent 
racism still lingers in the Catholic 
Church, Bishop Ernest L. Unterkoefler of 
Charleston wrote in his April 10 column 
in the Charleston diocesan newspaper, 
The Catholic Banner. 


“‘For some reason, the entire Catholic 
Church in the United States does not 
think of black people in its major 
planning,’’ Bishop Unterkoefler wrote. 
‘‘Fortunately, this is changing 
somewhat...but in the parishes is still 
silent racism.”’ 


BISHOP UNTERKOEFLER timed 


_ his remarks to coincide with a visit by 


Auxiliary Bishop Emerson J. Moore of 
New York, who was scheduled to speak 
April 12 to the South Carolina Council of 
Catholic Women convention. Bishop 
Moore is one of the nation’s 10 black 
Catholic bishops. 


Bishop Unterkoefler said he agreed 
with an earlier statement by Bishop 
Moore that the Catholic Church has put 
the evangelization of blacks on the back 
shelf. 


‘*Blacks have made some advances, but 
racism still exists in the church and you 


hear horror stories from time to time,”’ 
Bishop Moore has said. 


BISHOP UNTERKOEFLER cited 
the example of the Knights of St. Peter 
Claver being founded for blacks because 
“Knights of Columbus did not invite, 
welcome or endorse black membership.”’ 


Recently the last of South Carolina’s 
Knights of Columbus local councils 
accepted black members, after a long 
campaign by the bishop and others in the 
diocese to integrate its membership. 


The attitudes of white Catholics toward 
blacks ‘“generates a certain racism among 
blacks, where they want to herd together 
and not participate in the full life of the 
church and the community,’’ Bishop 
Unterkoefler said. 


IN REACHING out to evangelize, 
Bishop Unterkoefler said Catholics must 
not disturb the consciences of people who 
are in good faith. 


“Tm talking about preaching the 
Gospel day in and day out to black 
people, where they live,’’ he said. ““They 
need our visiting them in their homes and 
bringing them into the communion of 
friendship with the local parish church.’”’

AT FIRST glance, this appears to be contradictory. 
Self-expression or doing one’s own thing flew in the face 


In this, they mirror us. We feel more comfortable 
working within an authority structure but we want to be 
heard and responded to by authority. We respect our 
employers and church authorities but we also want to be 
able to express our opinions and needs freely to these 
authorities. 


Putting these two values into a family context, teens are 
stating that they want their parents to exercise authority 
but they expect them to be sensitive to their needs and 
differences of opinions. ‘‘Because I say so,’’ is no longer 
acceptable as the operative rule for teens. 


ANOTHER CONTRADICTION arises in teen 
values toward marriage and family. While 86% express a 
desire for closer family ties, 59% want to see more 
acceptance of sexual freedom, up from 48% in 1979. 
That’s the bad news. 


We aren’t convincing. them that premarital sex may 
damage their hopes of marital satisfaction. 


I would like to see a major study that contrasts these 
two values. Do young people who engage freely in pre- 
marital sex have happier or unhappier marriages? If it’s 
unhappier, we will have some data to convince them 
instead of opinions only. 


The use of hard drugs didn’t frighten adolescents until 
they were educated on the statistics linking drugs and 
genetic disorders in future offspring. Can we do the same 
with sex and marriage? 


YOUNG ADULTS are struggling with these value 
inconsistencies today. They aren’t without values, as so 
many adults believe. But they need help from the adults 
in their lives, which is why we need to be aware of their 
struggle. And take realistic action to help them with it.

Keeping perspective 
ona new child's birth 


QUESTION: During this past 
winter a niece of mine in a nearby state 
had a child. She is not married. It was 
a sad situation for everyone but one 
thing worries me. The father of the 
child was not even present and, as I 
understand, has hardly talked to 
anyone in the family since he learned 
about the pregnancy. 


At the baptism I asked the priest 
whether this boy’s name would go onto 
the baptism certificate. He said it 
would since he was sure the boy was the 
father. 


What is the church’s policy on this? 
(Mass.) 


ANSWER: First let me respond a little 
to something you said, that it was a ‘‘sad 
situation for everyone.’’ I understand 
what you mean, but it seems to me that 
families and others closely concerned 
need to. keep their thoughts straight at a 

“ time such as this. 


Surely there is always much 
frustration, disappointment and even 
probably anger over whatever wrong has 
been done. But the presence of a new life 
and the birth of a new child is and should 
be a cause for joy. 


WHATEVER THE background of 
the event, every child deserves to come 
into the world being loved un- 
conditionally and received with real 
affection. That sounds obvious, but too 
often in my experience these things are 
overlooked because of our understandable 
feelings and concerns about other things.

Priests usually are very careful to 
observe these cautions. 

QUESTION: At some of our Masses 
we have had the custom of holding 
hands during the Our Father. Now 
someone tells us this was forbidden 
several years ago. Is this true? (Ohio) 

ANSWER: Not to my knowledge. In 
1975 the Sacred Congregation for Divine 
Worship was asked whether the con- 
gregation might hold hands during the 
Lord’s Prayer instead of offering the Sign 
of Peace. 


The answer was a strong no. ‘‘The 
Sign of Peace is filled with meaning, 
graciousness and Christian inspiration,”’ 
it said. ‘‘Any substitution for it must be 
repudiated.”’

When a partner doesn’t want children 


Q. What can a person do if his or her spouse doesn’t want a family? 


A. It is particularly disturbing when a partner is not willing to please us or share 
something important with us. You can’t communicate effectively with someone whom you 


see as depriving you. 


But some spouses are simply not ready to assume the responsibilities of parenthood. 
They may need time, exposure to babies, to other new parents, perhaps greater confidence 
in the marriage or their careers, to go ahead. Other reluctant partners may have fears 


about child-birth or parenting that they may not even be aware of. It will take a very loving 


atmosphere, not a pressured one, to expose and explore these concerns. If you feel your 
spouse refuses to face this issue at all, a professional counselor can often help to break the 


ice and initiate a dialogue.

Polish girl aided 
by parish dies 


PITTSBURGH (NC) — Violetta Sadowski, a 3-year- 
old Polish girl who underwent three liver transplants at 
Children’s Hospital in Pittsburgh, died April 5. 


Her case had drawn the attention of President Reagan 
and Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, and she was 
aided by a Pittsburgh Catholic parish. 


THE GIRL had come to Pittsburgh in June 1985 with 
her mother, Dorota. 


Mrs. Sadowski and her husband, Andrzej, of Zgierz, 
Poland, had petitioned the Polish government for 
permission to travel to Pittsburgh for the transplant 
operation, which is not available in Poland. 


When the government refused to help, the couple wrote 
a personal letter to President Reagan, who in turn 
appealed to Cardinal ‘Krol of Philadelphia and Bishop 
Anthony Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh for assistance. 


THE HELP came from parishioners at St. Hyacinth 
Parish in Pittsburgh, including Stanley and Florence 
Gasior, who allowed Mrs. Sadowski and Violetta to live 
in their home. 


The girl received her first liver transplant Nov. 22, 
1985. When complications developed, a second transplant 
operation was conducted Feb. 14, 1986. Her condition 
deteriorated and a third transplant took place March 13.

PHASE TWO featured Dr. Alberta Fleming, member 
of Friends of Los Penasquitos Canyon Preserve, Inc., 
who spoke to the class about the Kumeyaay tribe that 
formerly inhabited the Cuyamaca Mountain region. 
Fleming showed the pupils how the tribe survived on the 
area’s natural resources and introduced them to native 
plants in the Descanso area. 


These lessons came alive at Camp Oliver — phase 
three — through a series of ‘‘hands on”’ activities. 


The pupils saw the mortar where Kumeyaay women 
ground their acorns, North said. They visited the Indian 
museum at Rancho Cuyamaca where a park ranger 
showed Indian artifacts. 


DERALYN KAHENY, parent volunteer, taught them 
the Navajo Indians’ symbols for words such as swiftness, 
abundance, friendship, and wisdom, North said. 


This led to a-sand-painting experience in which the fifth 
graders carved the Indian symbols in wood and filled in 
the engraved design with colored sand. 


North narrated other learning experiences Camp 
Oliver provided: viewing the moon and constellations 
through telescopes brought by parents; seeing a mule deer 
and a red-tailed hawk; identifying manzanita and live oak 
trees, a yucca plant, sage, and wild clover. The students 
wrote their observations in a journal,:she said. 


*“*T COULD never have taught them in a 
year. . . what they observed in two days,’’ North said. 


Their plan to view Halley’s Comet did not materialize. 
Although most of the class emerged from their cabins at 4

a.m. to hike up Mt. Oliver, the moon’s brightness 
prevented their seeing the comet, North said. 


The outdoor setting enhanced their observance of Holy 
Week ceremonies, North said. She taught the class to sing 
and pray parts of the Seder meal ritual in Hebrew. They 
made the outdoor Stations of the Cross on the slope 
behind our Lady of Light Church. 


THEIR RECREATIONAL activities included playing 
volleyball and other team games, and singing around a 
campfire prepared by Betty Robertson and Mary Ann 
Martini, parent volunteers and Girl Scout leaders, North 
said. 


The program also offered opportunities for teamwork. 
The pupils helped prepare and serve their meals, washed 
dishes and cleaned their cabins. It enabled some, who 
don’t always excel in the classroom, to show their talent in 
hiking and other outdoor activities, she said. 


Fifth graders Stephen Parra, Meghan Kaheny and 
Danny Kaiser said they especially enjoyed their pre-dawn 
hike up Mt. Oliver. 


ANDY GERGURICH expressed disappointment at 
not seeing Halley’s Comet, but said he liked the hiking 
and games.

comunidades, y el proceso del III Encuentro no muera, si 
no produzca los frutos de accién y cambio en mejor, que 
todos esperamos. 


Publicamos hoy la segunda parte de las ideas y lineas 
principales de dicho taller, destinadas a los ausentes y a 
quienes quieren tener una base escrita para revisar y 
recordar. 


éQué es la justicia social 


De acuerdo con lo anterior, la justicia social se define 
asi: ‘‘Es la voluntad constante y eficaz, de parte de los 
individuos, grupos y gobiernos, para entregar a todos y a 
cada uno en la entera sociedad integral, lo suyo.’’ (Y 
viceversa: la sociedad integral — un término de la 
relacidn justiciera — entrega sus derechos a_ los 
individuos-grupos-gobiernos — el otro término). 

En otras palabras: es el cumplimiento de los derechos y 
deberes de todos para alcanzar el bien comun social; O el 
ejercicio del bien comun social para entregar a todos sus 
derechos. 


Primeros fundamentos teolégicos de la 
justicia social 


I. La obligacion de justicia para todos se funda en que 
Dios cred a todos los seres humanos, sin diferencia 
alguna, a su imagen y semejanza (Génesis 1,26). 

II. Les entreg6 a todos, sin diferencia alguna ni limite, 
el dominio de todos los bienes de la tierra (Génesis 1,28). 


III. CRISTO CON su Redencion, entrega a todos los 
que libremente los acepten por la fe, todos los derechos 
(valores, dones, riquezas, prerrogativas, dignidades, 
bienes indispensables) correspondientes a los hijos de 
Dios, ‘‘engendrados por Dios y nacidos de Dios’’ (Juan 
1,12ss.; Ef. 1,3-11). 

Asi pues, todos los bienes del cielo y de la tierra estan 
contenidos en la naturaleza humana, como elementos 
necesarios suyos, para alcanzar la perfeccidn a que Dios la 
destina; y se le deben por derecho propio, que no se le 
puede quitar, negar ni disminuir, porque asi lo hizo y lo 
quiso el Dios Creador y Redentor. Son los derechos 
debidos por justicia social. 


IV. Estas verdades se repiten en todo el Antiguo y 
Nuevo Testamento, en las enciclicas de los papas 
(especialmente en las sociales desde Leon XIII: Rerum 
Novarum(1891) hasta Laborem Excercens de Juan Paulo II 
(1981). En los documentos conciliares (Gaudium et Spes, 
Vat.II, 1965) El la conferencias de los obispos: Medellin 
(1968), Puebla (1979). 


Juan XXIll y los derechos humanos 
debidos por justicia 

En 1963 el Papa Juan, en su Enciclica Pacem in Terris 
recogié los derechos proclamados por sus predecesores y 
agrego muchos mas que las ciencias sociales y la Iglesia 
han venido descubriendo con los afios; son mas de 40 
estos elementos de la dignidad de la persona, debidos por 
justicia social, que el Pontifice enumera. Los presentamos 
(por falta de espacio) en sintesis de los articulos de la 
enciclica: 


¢ Derechos a la existencia y a un decoroso nivel de 
vida (a integridad, alimento, vivienda, medicacidn, 
descanso, servicios publicos, etc.) 

e@ Derechos a la buena fama, a la verdad, a la cultura 
(a la opinidén, profesidn, informacidn, instruccidén, 
preparacion, etc.) — 

© Derecho al culto divino (a profesar interna, externa, 
libremente la religidn). 

e Derechos familiares (a elegir estado, a seguir 
libremente una vocacidn, a fundar y educar una familia. 

e Derechos econdémicos (al trabajo digno, al salario 
justo, a la iniciativa). 

e Derecho a la propiedad privada, con funcién social. 

¢ Derecho a la libre reunidn y asociacidn para el bien 
comun. 

© Derecho a la residencia y a la libre emigracidn por 
causas justas. 

© Derechos a intervenir en la vida ptiblica (Voto- 
elegir, ser elegido, etc.) 

¢ Derecho a la seguridad juridica (defensa propia, 
juicio justo, respeto derechos). 


Fundamentos teolégicos de estos 
derechos 


El solo hecho de hallarse propuestos en la enciclica de 
un papa, documento oficial del Magisterio de la Iglesia, 
les daria su sentido de espiritualidad cristiana, si ademas 
todos ellos no tuvieran su base teologal en la escritura y en 
los documentos conciliares, expresién solemne del 
Magisterio. Seria imposible aquf citar textos de 


fundamento para cada derecho, por falta de espacio. En el 
taller del 15 de Marzo se analizaron 70 pasos de la Biblia, 
del Vaticano II, de Medellin, y de Puebla. 


Los derechos; la justicia social; 
el Ill Encuentro 


Si ahora reflexionamos brevemente acerca de los ‘“‘siete 
compromisos’’ surgidos sobre el tema justicia social, en la 
culminacién del III Encuentro en Washington, los 
hallaremos como un eco de la doctrina expuesta aqui. 
Veamos: 

En el primero nos comprometemos a la denuncia de las 
injusticias y a luchar por derechos como el del trabajo y la 
vivienda dignos, el justo salario, la igualdad sin 
discriminacion, el ‘‘refugio’’ por respeto a la vida — en 
todas sus formas. (P.In T.11,18,19,20,27; Ex.20,13-‘‘No 
matar;’’ Gn.1,26-‘‘Todos iguales;’’ Gn.3,19-‘‘Comerdas 
con tu sudor’’). 


EN EL SEGUNDO nos comprometemos a hacer valer 
todos los derechos relativos a la emigracidn. (P.in T.25; 
Ex.22,20; Lv.19,23 — Dios manda respetar y amar al 
emigrante. 


En el tercero, reclamamos los derechos a la 
informacién, a la denuncia de la verdad acerca de las 
injusticias. (P.in T.12,13; lc.4,18; Mt.5,6). ; 


En el cuarto, nos comprometemos a la accién por la 
justicia en la educacién integral, en la formacién civico- 
politica, la defensa juridica, la asistencia médica. (P.in T. 
11,12,13,26,27; Deuteronomio, Lev. Jueces, Reyes). 


EN EL QUINTO y sexto nos comprometemos a que la 
Iglesia dé ejemplo de su doctrina social..(P.in T. 12,13; 


Lc. ~ 105,33, = el» sacerdote,; -el, clérigo ‘y,-el 
Samaritano .. . ). 
En el séptimo, nos comprometemos a adquirir 


conciencia critica sobre los sistemas' politico-econdémico- 
armamentistas injustos, y la orientacidn catélica acerca de 
justicia social. (P.in T. 12,13 Mt. 22,21; Rm. 13,7 = lo 
suyoa Dios... . y alcésar . . .). 


Puesto que ‘‘Dios es justo,’’ y a cada uno da lo que le 
pertenece, y quiere que en todo se, cumpla la justicia (hay 
387 textos referentes a esto en la Biblia), todo lo relativo a 
la justicia se fundamenta de Dios.

LEMON GROVE — _ Si la Iglesia no busca medios 
mas eficaces para evangelizar a los hispanos en los 
Estados Unidos y frenar su desercidn a grupos 
fundamentalistas, es posible que la Iglesia pudiera perder 
los 21 millones de hispanos en este pais a estos grupos 
protestantes, segtin el Obispo Ricardo Ramfrez de Las 
Cruces, Nuevo México. 


E] Obispo Ramirez dijo que ‘‘el goteo protestante’’ de 
hispanos catdlicos es ‘‘debido al proselitismo de grupos 
fundamentalistas. No hemos hecho mucho”’ en la Iglesia 
para detener este goteo por medio de servir a los hispanos 
catdlicos. 


EL OBISPO de Las Cruces visitd a San Diego el 10 de 
abril para hablar sobre el III Encuentro Hispano de 
Pastoral, su importancia, y su proyeccién futura. En la 
mafiana, hablo con unos 25 sacerdotes en la parroquia de 
San Juan de la Cruz, Lemon Grove. En la noche, did. una 
presentacién para unos 150 laicos en la Quinta de 
Guadalupe en Imperial Beach. 


Conversidn de hispanos al protestanismo es ‘‘triste,”’ 
dijo el Obispo Ramirez a los sacerdotes. ‘‘Es triste no 
solamente porque estan dejando a la Iglesia pero porque 
también pierden la visién’’ que la Iglesia ofrece, como la 
plenitud de la vida sacramental. 


Este abandono del catolicismo ‘‘divide dramaticamente 
y dolorosamente a las familias,’’ dijo. Presencié la 
tragedia de una numerosa familia hispana, con miembros 
de varias denominaciones religiosas, que asistfan al 
funeral de la abuela centenaria. La diversidad de 
creencias causdé amargas fricciones. Cada grupo rehusaba 
cantar determinado salmo o responder a determinadas 
plegarias. 


ESTA DIVISION es contraria a la cultura de la 
familia hispana, que no desea volver el rostro 0 la espalda 
a nadie,’’ dijo el Obispo Ramirez. 


Explicé que entre’ los resultados del III Encuentro 
emerge con importancia la idea de la ‘pastoral de 
conjunto’ o ‘ministerio en coordinacién.’ En la asamblea 
final del III Encuentro en Washington, un numeroso 
grupo heterogéneo suministré ideas, el dijo, notando que 
los obispos trabajaron mezclados hombro a hombro con 
los jévenes en los reuniones del Encuentro. 


Esta pastoral de conjunto no es idea nueva, sino una de 
las reformas del Vaticano II, dijo. 


DIALOGAR Y escucharse entre los sacerdotes y ldicos 
es indispensable para vitalizar la parroquia, dijo el 
obispo. Ni los unos ni los otros pueden administrar a la 
parroquia por si solos, afiadid. 


El Primero y Segundo Encuentros contrastan con el 


Tercero; aquellos se orientaban al ‘‘dddnos!,’’ dijo el . 


obispo. 

E] Primer Encuentro en 1972 se dirigid a ‘‘crear la 
conciencia’’ del grupo hispano. Surgié por el ambiente de 
resentimiento entre los hispanos que se sentfan exclufdos 
de las comunidades, sacados fuera de las iglesias y de la 
Iglesia. 

ESTOS SENTIMIENTOS de exclusién manifestados 
en el I Encuentro eran como los que expresaron los 
obispos negros de los Estados Unidos el pasado otofio en 
la Conferencia Nacional de Obispos Catédlicos, explicé él. 


En el Segundo Encuentro en 1977 se suavizé el tono 
Aspero y en su lugar brot6 el idealismo. 

Los obispos comenzaron a convencerse de la necesidad 
de promover el ministerio Hispano, y en los cinco afios 


transcurridos entre uno y otro encuentros, ‘“‘se gastaron 
millones de ddlares en esfuerzos de evangelizacién 
hispana,’’ dijo el obispo. 

ESTE INTERES de los obispos lo volvimos a ver 
luego, en la rapidez_con que trabajaron en la carta 
pastoral de todo el episcopado americano acerca de la 
“*Presencia Hispana’’ en los Estados Unidos. 


E] trabajo de base para el documento se apoyé en los 
encuentro anteriores. Se empez6 a redactar en el otono de 
1982 y al siguiente otofio (1983) los obispos se reunfan 
para aprobar la carta, y empez6 el proceso del III 
Encuentro. 


Aunque las reuniones solemnes hayan culminado en 
agosto de 1985, “‘sigue en adelante el proceso,’’ explicé el 
Obispo Ramirez. Y ahora, nuestro proceso se halla en la 
etapa del plan pastoral nacional, desarrollando estrategias 
para llevar a su mayor realizacidn la comunidad 
hispana.’’ 


‘““MUCHAS DIOCESIS de los Estados Unidos estan 
promoviendo reuniones de ldicos, sacerdotes y Religiosos 
a fin de desarrollar un plan pastoral hispano. Sus ideas 
seran discutidas por los obispos de la nacién en su junta 
general del prdéximo otofio. 


E] Obispo Ramirez dijo que en el término de dos afios 
el episcopado americano aprobard un plan pastoral como 
guia para que las didcesis y parroquias desarrollen los 
suyos propios. 

“Yo estoy seguro de que el Encuentro esta en la Ifnea 
del Vaticano II, por los métodos de consulta y 
colaboracidn usados en su proceso, dijo el Obispo 
Ramirez. Los obispos han dialogado con el pueblo. y 
colaborado con él a lo largo de todas las etapas. 


DICHOS PROCESOS y plan pastoral no estan hechos 
para crear segregacidn, dijo, aunque exista cierta 
preocupacidn acerca de la posible creacidn de una “‘iglesia 
paralela.’’ El plan pastoral definitivo necesariamente se 
adaptard para asegurar que los grupos de habla inglesa e 
hispana trabajen siempre unidos y nunca separados. 


“‘La presencia hispana proporciona todavia un gran 
potencial a la Iglesia’’ porque atin la mayorfa de los 
hispanos son catdlicos, dijo el obispo. Cité en apoyo el 
florecimiento de las vocaciones sacerdotales hispanas en 
muchos lugares de los Estados Unidos. 


“La Iglesia deberfa dar la bienvenida a cualquier grupo 
que llegue a la nacidn, y salir a su defensa,’’ dijo el 
obispo. 

LA IGLESIA tiene la misidn de evangelizar e ir al 
encuentro de todos los que Ileguen de Latinoamérica’’ 
que en su inmensa mayoria son bautizados Catdlicos, 
dijo. 

““Tendremos que evangelizarlos en su lengua. No 
podemos aguardar que aprendan inglés,’’ porque los 
ministros y misioneros Metodistas y Bautistas han 
aprendido espafiol y han reclutado hispanos para 
predicadores, dijo. 


Los grupos fundamentalistas los esperan y los acogen 
en su propia lengua a los hispanos, y esa es una de las 
razones por las cuales las iglesias protestantes logran tanto 
éxito en ‘“‘convertir’’ a los hispanos, explicd 


LA IGLESIA debe buscar cada dia mejores y mas 


aptos medios para preparar a los creyentes, dijo el Obispo 
Ramirez. ‘‘Con frecuencia ofmos que nuestro pueblo esta 
sacramentalizado pero no evangelizado.’’ Los estudios 
biblicos y los cursos de formacién catequética, son dos 
métodos de evangelizacidn que podria usar la Iglesia para 
educar mejor a los catdlicos en la fe. 
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| Cathedrals had many uses 


“They are such extraordinary feats of ingenuity, 
perseverance, vision and ambition. They capture the best 
human qualities.”’ 


That’s David Macaulay, author and _ illustrator, 
explaining why TV viewers should donate an hour to 
“‘Cathedral,’’ a PBS special about Gothic cathedrals and 
how they came to be the magnificent structures they are. 
(The program is slated for April 30 at 8 p.m., but check 
your local listings for the airing of the show in your area.) 


THE PROGRAM will tour several French cathedrals, 
including Notre Dame and Chartres, while also 
explaining, through animation, how they came to be 
built. That should fascinate some of the audience, the host 
believes. 


““People like to know how things go together,’’ he told 
me in a recent interview. In coming to know how, they 
will also, he believes, ‘‘come to appreciate even more the 
magnificence of those structures.”’ 


What interests Macaulay about the cathedrals is not 
only their structural stupendousness but also their role in 
the societies which constructed them. 


‘*THE PEOPLE then were driven by the need to 
construct something more impressive than what had come 
before,’’ he noted, ‘‘to achieve the ultimate connection 
between heaven and earth, and they believed it could be 
done in something as tactile as stone.”’ 


But the word ‘“‘stone’’ hardly captures the beauty of 
what the people of the 12th and 13th centuries achieved. 
Through new building techniques (especially the flying 
buttress, something every high school art student has 
studied), the builders were able to reduce the size of the 
walls and add the stained glass windows which 
characterize the age. 


““They wanted to build bigger and bigger,’’ Macaulay 
explained, ‘‘to have public space’’ for more activity than 
church services. Indeed, the cathedrals of the time also 
served civic functions. 


A CATHEDRAL was “‘a focus in the city,’ Macaulay 
said, ‘‘for economics, politics, religion, history and 
families. The building provided continuity.”’ 

That’s because the size of the undertaking meant that 
cathedrals took decades to complete with generations of 
workers pitching in on the project. 

“A half-finished cathedral gave purpose to the lives of 
those involved,’’ the author noted. ‘‘Once it was started, 
you continued until it was finished. Those people thought 
the future would be better if this was done, that heaven 
was waiting for them for doing the work and that God was 
happier for it being done. I wonder what they did when it 
was finished.’’ 

TODAY, THE structures are still used for church 
services, although the spiritual work goes on amid tourists 
who help to pay for the upkeep of the cathedrals, which 
Macaulay said are in need of constant repair. 

‘“They are being eaten away by air pollution,’’ he said, 
“‘but there is on-going preservation. At one cathedral we 
visited, they are constantly cutting stone nearby to replace 
what is deteriorating.”’ 

The age of the cathedrals is a thing of the past, the host 
told me, adding that modern people have different 


Simon introduces 
TV violence bills

WASHINGTON (NC) — In an effort to curb the tele- 
vision violence he said is harming the mental health of the 
nation, Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill., introduced two bills 


April 17 designed to encourage the networks and cable~ 


operators to voluntarily limit scenes of violence on tele- 
vision. 

At a news conference announcing the action, Simon 
recalled going into a hotel room, turning on a television 
and ‘‘watching someone being sawed in half by a chain- 

> 
saw. 


“IT BOTHERED me as an adult,’’ he said. ‘‘What 
' happens to a 12-year-old? We’ve got to ask those 
questions.”’ 


Simon pointed to studies and reports by groups such as 
the the American Academy of Pediatrics, the National 
Institute of Mental Health, the U.S. surgeon general and 
* others, ‘‘all of which say we’re seeing too much violence 
on television for our own mental health.”’ 


He said research has shown that children who view tele- 
vision violence ‘‘may become less sensitive to the pain 
and suffering of others, may be more fearful of the world 
around them, and may be more likely to behave in an 
aggressive way toward others.”’ 

ONE OF THE few studies to downplay the effects of 
violence was conducted by NBC, which Simon said 
reminded him of tobacco industry lobbyists who point to 
their own studies to show that the use of tobacco is not 
physically damaging. 

Simon, who described himself as a ‘‘civil libertarian,”’ 
said he was not advocating censorship but self-regulation.

priorities. ‘‘We can’t mobilize all our resources to one 
venture like that,’’ he explained. ‘‘When we do, it’s on 
the wrong things, like defense spending. The space 
program is our pyramid, our national focus. There is no 
city focus equivalent to that given to the Gothic 
cathedrals. Life is more comfortable now and we have a 
more selfish society.’’ 


THOSE WHO tune in to ‘‘Cathedral’’ will be treated 
to views of structures which are ‘‘extraordinary,’’ he 
continued. ‘“That they stand up at all is staggering, but 
they are beautiful as well. If people are interested at all in 
architecture as a creative process in which people give all 
that they’ve got, then this is the story to see.”’
